WRITS OF CAPIAS ON PORBIGN 
DEBTS. 



In tho IIousQ cf Assombly, on Fridaj last, 
Mr. YouDg askeJ leavo to bring in a Bill to 
pravcnt tho is.suo of writa o( onpiaa, within 
tha juriadiction of Vancuuvor Island and its 
dopepdeDoies, upon debts, or causea..of actiun, 
contracted or incurred elsewhere. This bill, 
if passed, will tend to facilitate tho transac- 
tion of business between the mercantile conn- 
munity of tliis city and that of tho adjoining 
American territories ; and wo think such au 
act is certainly required, when wu notice tho 
powerjlbat the law, aa^it at preaont standi, 
gives to dreditorsv tO'Sirbst and detain parties 
who hiivo visited this city for trading pur- 
poses only, and''who'"aro relnniinK to their 
plauo of business, to carry on that business, 
and without tho slightest intention of defraud- 
ing their creditors. It may bo urged that it 
would be against mercantile policy fur 
traders to act in that way. It is perfectly true 
tliBt is, but yet Va see iiiBlanoes of greater 
aots of impolicy thati this constantly com- 
mitted. There are many reasons which may 
imiuco a creditor to dosiro to lock up his 
debtor in this city, when ho knows that the 
latter, whether in a solvent condition or not, 
is able to discharge his particular debts. A 
debtor arrested on a capias as bo is about to 
return to tho Sound, to Portland, or where- 
evcr his place of business may be, will not be 
so onrcful of his own interests in arranging 
and Bottling the claim made against him, as 
ho would perhaps be undur different oircum- 
Blaueea. lie must get away at any cost j tho 
matter must be itnmediatoly settled; or his 
business will as' aniatter of coarae'suffor ; 
eonseqiiently, the creditoc who has obtained 
tbe oapias gains a preference over all others. 
But we will take a broader view of the ques- 
tion than the convenience or acconimouatiou 
that Buch an act may occasion to individuals. 
It is certainly most desirable to promote, by 
every legitimate means, commercial inter- 
course between our own oolouy and oar 
neighbors, whether under the British or 
American flag. With our American neigh- 
bors it is 03 much to our interest as it is to 
theirs, that our mutual coramoroial relations 
should bo as friendly and unfettered as pos- 
sible. Socially and commercially on tho 
raciric coast we ought to be as one nation, 
although politically distioot. Any action of 
our Legislature that tends in the remotest de- 
gree to foster and encourage such friendly 
reliitiobs, we shall regard as a step in the 
right direction ; and we believe that the pro- 
posed measure will tend to faciliiato trade 
between this and the adjacent ports. Whilst 
wo are in favor of such an act as will relievo 
debtors who have no intention or desire to 
defraud their creditors, and whose business 
nust be improved by their being unfettered 
in their movements, we should deprecate any 
measure which would cause Victoria in tho 
slightest degree to be regarded as a sanctu- 
ary for insolvent debtors ; but wo have no 
fear of the House of Assombly passing a bill 
which would operate to prevent the just re- 
covery' 6t debts. . Soope no. doubt, will be 
given in ttib' oltiuses of the act for the exercise 
of judicial discretion in granting a capias 
when the judge is satisfied by sufficient affi- 
davits that the debtor is absconding. Such 
a discretion, carefully exercised, will keep lis 
quite safe.

Tho present 
street was construotcd at randHin above tho 
graile lately found by tho City Surveyor, and 
us a mutter of course, the enlranoe to tho 
new brick buildings have been built a foot 
or two below. Consequently, throughout tho 
rainy season they will be subject to overflow, 
damaging possibly llio goods stored in them. 
Tho proprietors — ono at least— ask the city to 
expend a triflii)g sum to lower tlio grade, or 
allow it to be done. Tho request is so very 
natural — so very reasonable— -we ore sur- 
prised at any relaotaooe on the part ol tho 
Cily Ooanoil to comply with it. Wo take it 
to be a part of the daty of tho Corporation in 
fostering the growth of the city to do all in 
their power to encourage men ofcapital to in- 
vest here, and we trust, in the case before us, 
they will find the moans ono way or anolher, 
to make provision for lowering the grado at 
the , foot of Bastion street.

We have received a further communication 
upon the subject of tho refusal to pay tho 
municipal license tax, which points out to us 
that tho joint opioiou, quoted by us in our 
last issue, advised tho Corporation to apply 
to the lull Legislature and not to a branch of 
it, th^ Ezeoutlre. Wo do not uphold, tho 
Mayor and Council as infallible, far from it, 
but we are inclined to thinlc that they did all 
that it WHS necessary for them to do at tho 
time, even if they did not implicitly follow 
tho advice given them. We know that there 
was considerable discussion in the Council 
upon the question of;tm(ea~aj:yeac'ago, and 
we cannot but suppose that the majority of 
that body had satisfied themselves as to their 
power before passing the by-Uw. Our cor- 
respondent, in addition to what he seems 
to regard as a breach of constitutional law, 
oalls attention to tho danger of the power of 
tiialion being vested in tho Municipal Coun- 
cil, stating in illustration an extreme case, in 
which, with the assent of the Governor, tho 
Corporation might impose enormous taxes to 
the great injury of tho cilizons. This is pro- 
mising a vicious Council and a Gorernor in 
eollusion with them, for purposes which could 
confer no benefit on the one psrty or tho 
other. Wo believe that such a stale ot mis- 
governmcDt could ooyor bo reajised ; it conid 
not exist, for it would bo beyond toleration. 
GoTerning powers, whether of states or

Troops, including the whole of tho 70th 
rogimeni, and volunteers, had been drawn 
from Dunedin, and the polioa wero doing 
garrison duty, 

A company, despatched by Iho Governor, 
had been surprised, and eight soldiers and 
Ihrco or four ollieors wero shot. 

Tho Maoris provcil theuliclvcs very formi- 
dable opponents, but they wero without um- 
nuiuition, aud used marbles, pebbles, and 
pieces ol iron, ot anything thai they could 
prdcnro in tho shape of slugs. 

A brig had been seized in tho act of con 
vcyiug aminunilion from Sydney to the 
eno niy. 

lleinforcements from fndia and England 
were daily ex|)eolcd. 

Further diliicultios were imminent. All 
the available troops had been despatched 
Irom Sydney and Victoria to tho scene of the 
troubles. 

Taranaki had been entirely evacuated by 
the residents, and Auckland was threatened 
by the Maoris and other tribes. 

Mining news was somewhat meagre, owing, 
no doubt, to winter having set in with a 
heavy fall of snow, and tho rivers iiaving 
rljon. 

An extensive rush had taken place to new 
digginga discovered un ihn Hog Burn. About 
1,200 miners wero on Ihe ground, and the 
various gullies contained very promising 
auriferou.'i iudicalioas. Tho pro.speols aver- 
aged -l to 5 grains to tho tin-dish. The coun- 
try is well adapted for sluicing, but there 
was no water available except by diverting 
the stream of the Bwa Burn. The weather 
had sot in very severe, snow falling picntitully; 
it lay two feet thick. Provisions wore scarce. 
Flour wits rapidly bought up at from 13d. to 
IGd. per pound. Rread quoted at Cs. Iho -lib. 
I jaf. There was no firewood, aud groat dis- 
comfort was of course the result. In fact, 
says the Times, it would be drtficult ;.to con- 
ccivo more dilTicult optiditioDS under which to 
prosceuio miriin,w operations. The general 
upn.ii n 111 the rush was favorable, and it was 
cor.lidenily expected rich diggings would be 
o[)i.'iied out, though the absence of firewood, 
scareiiy ot wood and water, and the badness 
of tho road from Dunedin. rendered it any- 
thing but d ■sirable lint any considerable rush 
uf iiDjiulation should lake placo thither until 
the winter was over. 

Great dulnrss ju'evailed on tho Diiustau, 
heavy rains liad sot in, and llio Mulynenx 
liail risen ti lo ^ feet. Trade prostrate, Hour 
selling at -11. per pound. 

The lyilncii of June 2Gth says : We glean 
the following items concerning the Arrow gold 
field from a letter in tho WalMtip Mail of ihe 
17th inst. :— " 'I'lio hard frost of this week 
lias enabled tho minors on the Arrow river lo 
repair to u groat extent the devastations of 
die last flood. This week they may expecl a 
lair re'urn fur their work, unless the weather 
lirca'is op again, which is niuclj to bo depre- 
caled, iiul I I'ear is by no means improbable, 
from the aspect of the .sky at sunset last oveu- 
iu". I can eorroborale iny former slaleinent 
a-f lo the fact ol uianyd'iing exceedingly well 
on Ihe rivor, hiiving asccrtainod that in one 
claim about lOO yanl.s or so up tho gorge, 
70, 80, and imnees, have been taken out of 
a single paddock, with sixteen feet sinking 
only. I have no doubt oilier parlies near are 
doing equally as well. Tho first lorraco will 
s 1011 he properly worked, and as far as can bo 
juilged, .sueeesslully. Patrick Flannory and 
parly arc about to construct a race from tho 
Bush Creek ; it will commence about a mile 
and-a-lialf above the township, and skirt the 
hill to the Icrrace ; Ihe eoiistruclion will nol 
proscnL any ;',reat ilillicnlly, though Iho ex- 
pense of Iho last IiJO yards or so will be con- 
siderable. Little 111'.:;' been done du the Hal 
this week. .M;'.ny parties having given up 
all elVorl.s to ftee ihcir claims from Ihe water, 
those who have eoulinued working, have done 
so under great disadvaiuage.s, as of course tho 
paildoeks they sunk acted as drains to the 
neglected holes. Nothing but a good pull all 
togeiher cap keep the water unuer, and this 
the majority aro too apathetic to undertake. 
A meeting was held on Saturday morning to 
devise some plan for overcoming the difTieulty," 
v.'hea it was' proposed, I believo, to jump all 
olainis not properly worked. I do not think 
any deciciou was come to, hot great ilissatis- 
faction pri'Vails iu llic lownsliip as lo the 
prospects of these domestic di^^irings.

Ueftirring to recent explorations of the 
Wet Coast, the lyukaiiji Mail says : " The 
principal localities in Australia where the

tiral. Throughout California and Nova 
Scotia the same indications prevail. In every 
ono of thosa localities, plulonic and meta 
morphic rooks occur iulerseclod by vertical 
qilartz veins. This is an important fact lo 
boar in mind when searching for an auriferous 
locality in connection with mountain chains. 

The same journal reports that a case of 
slicking-up has oeourreJ on Ihe Shotover, 
between Arthur's Point and Maori Point, a 
day or two ago. It appears lhat a gentle- 
man named Bailey was slopped by two men 
wearing masks, and robbed of X4'l and a dc- 
jiosit receipt. This receipt and J'A wero 
kindly lolurnod, at tho Same telling him that 
ihOy had been stVamped out of their claims 
on the river ; and as they were almost starv- 
ing they were compelled Id adopt this mode 
of replenishing their purees. Pailoy atales 
that he is unable lo identify llie robbnrs, so 
that they have a good chance of escaping the 
arm of the law, which at the very best is 
very weak in lhat dislriet. 

The Walcatip Maii stales that " the damage 
caused by ihe late ilood un the Shotover is 
daily becoming less perceplible, aud i\ few 
more days of fine weather wdl enable tho 
miners lo elVace all traces of il3 rnvagos. At 
Arihur's point the bridge is again creeled on 
i!s ol iginiil sile, and as early as Salurday last 
was available for traOio; ' The several panics 
atiemp'.ing to tuta tho tivor are all actively 
onga"ed iu their arduous task, .The Long 
IJeaeh, or Tw0-Mi|e Rash appeara to gain iu 
favor daily, and continues to a'traet largo 
nunihers to work its exteusivo deposits. 

The Taranaki llcnitil, writing un the ques- 
tion of conliscalion of Ihe land of rebel 
tribes says : — \\'e are in duly buund to tell 
them (the .Maoris) folly and phiinly what the 
eonsuqueiiees of llicir madness will bu — that 
if they make war ihey must pay fur it; and 
that Ihe only way ihey can pay for it is by 
frrleiling their land. This is no lima for 
Jinc.tsc or jugglery of any kind, but for saying 
what wo mean, and li.on showing that wo 
meaU it. The war now begun must be the 
last Maori war in Xew Zealand ; but lha 
whole colony must join in saying so. The 
question is one of vital importance to the 
Island, involving its prosperity fur many 
years lo come: to the South, in tho narro.v- 
est sense, it is uu importanl qiiesliuii o( 
lluaiice, for it is not likely, even supposing 
Canlcrbury and Olago desiriHl it, that the 
(J 'ueral Assembly or England would allow 
any disintegration of the colony until that is 
seilled. 

'I'lie natives north of Auckland have 
generally been considered slaiinch ailhereiils 
of Iho governmeul. A large meeting of Iho 
natives was held lately at Mongouui. iMaiiy 
speeches wero made by the leading chiefs in 
favor of neutrality in the event of war in tho 
south, aud a general feeling was expressed of 
a determination to assist the Governor in 
patting down rebellion to the Queen's au- 
thority if be should think their services re^ 
quired. 

Winter in ils most seasonable aspect — frost 
nr.d snow — apiiears at last lo have set in on 
the Dunstan. The A'^ii^^■ of the 20th inst. 
says:— Daring the last low days llio ."ur- 
rounding inountaina have a-^snmed (;uito n 
wjilerly aspeel, being covered wilh snow lo 
a considerable depth, showing every in liea- 
lion of having settled there perrnaiicnlly fur 
the winter, which leads many to indulge iu 
the hope that the river may, alter all, go 
down, notwithstanding all that has been said 
and written to the contiary. 

We quote tho following extract from a 
private ktter published in a Wollinglon 
paper, relative lo the late attack on tho Na- 
tives nt Taranaki. Wo trust for the sake of 
lirilisb honor, thai the slioiliog of iho Maori 
girl is n liclioii .— ," We loll Taranaki on tl'.C 
evening of the drd instant, alii o'clock, lor 
Tatutaimaka. Wo travelleil all uighl, and 
got there al -l. a. ni. iho nexl morning; we 
wailed iinntil (1 o'clock, when we commenced, 
and before wa left olV we killed forty-three 
Maoris, and took their stronghold frorn them. 
They were greatly taken iu ; Ihey were never 
served so iiefore ; wo did it in the dark. 
Two inile.s from Ibe stronghold there w.is a 
whare, which wo fired al; tho first shot went 
through the door of the mhare. An old chief 
(Bob a Rangie) got on top to see what 
was up ; we fired again at the whare and 
knocked oil abjut jfour feet of the side 
where ha was Blandliig nnd killed him. 
We brought all tho dead bodies Jwo could 
find lo town, nuniheriug forty-lhree ; wo ex
